Sheriffs Office 
uses new online 
tool to solve 
property crimes 

LeadsOnline, the na¬ 
tion’s largest online inves¬ 
tigative tool, helps police 
instantly track and recover 
stolen property no matter 
where it is stolen or sold. 

In an effort to further 
combat crime in Bracken 
County, the Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office is now us¬ 
ing LeadsOnline - an inves¬ 
tigative system that enables 
detectives to search for sus¬ 
pects and stolen property 
across secondhand stores, 
scrap metal recyclers, pre¬ 
cious metal buyers, pawn 
shops, and internet (eBay) 
drop-off stores both locally 
and nationwide. 

The system equips 
criminal investigators with 
the ability to instantly solve 
crimes and return goods to 
their rightful owners. Proper¬ 
ty can be searched using se¬ 
rial numbers, suspect name, 
item descriptions, or other 
information. Most searches 
are completed within sec¬ 
onds. Often, these property 
crimes are associated with 
larger crimes such as robber¬ 
ies, fraud, drug use and drug 
trafficking. 

“This is the largest online 
investigative system of its 
kind nationwide. Our inves¬ 
tigators are using it to solve 
crimes ranging from burglar¬ 
ies to homicides by instantly 
searching for missing items 
in the transaction records of 
businesses across the area 
and the country.” 

Without LeadsOnline, 
investigators had to under¬ 
take a time-consuming pro¬ 
cess of visiting or calling all 
the stores in the area. With 
LeadsOnline, information is 
automatically collected from 
businesses each day. Busi¬ 
nesses that participate with 
the program accept merchan¬ 
dise from the public and are 
now reporting electronically 
via LeadsOnline. 

“More than 3,200 law 
enforcement agencies and 
businesses across the coun¬ 
try are using the system to 
the benefit of countless vic¬ 
tims of crime. We’re excited 
about the opportunity to 
serve Bracken County and

The 
subject that pawned the item 
will be charged in Cincinnati 
for receiving stolen property. 
Sheriff Niemeier believes 
that this will be a very valu¬ 
able tool in our fight to lo¬ 
cate stolen property from the 
county and possibly bring 
the offenders to justice.

(Editor’s Note: Based on the

On the removal of very 
large old forest trees, excava¬ 
tions made beneath them, hu¬ 
man bones were found. The 
valley had been the burial of 
a race of large stature than the 
settlers.

It was taken from 
Mason and Campbell counties 
and named for William Brack¬ 
en who sleeps somewhere in 
the watershed of the creeks 
bearing his name, a victim of 
Indian warfare.

In October 1797, the City 
of Augusta was organized and 
became the county’s capi- 
tol. One lot was for a school, 
Bracken Academy later Au¬ 
gusta College, and now the site 
of the public school. Another 
lot was for the county offices, 
now a public park. Later, the 
first Methodist college west of 
the Alleghenies, known as Au¬ 
gusta College, was founded. 

In 1800 the county had a 
population of two thousand 
and roads had been opened to 
the southern part of the county. 
One by way of Germantown, 
Stonewall and Wallers Mill 
(Santa Fe), led to the Lick¬ 
ing River at Claysville, then a 
principal shipping port where 
flat boats were built, loaded 
with farm products and floated 
to New Orleans, the producers 
walking back through friendly 
Indian lands.

ROBBED OF CENTRAL VISION 


Age-related macular de¬ 
generation (AMD) is the eye 
disease that robs people of 
central vision and for which 
there is no cure; however, 
there is hope for slowing its 
progression.

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The basics of food label terms

When you go grocery 
shopping, you’ve probably 
seen some new terms on the 
labels of your favorite foods. 
These terms are not meant to 
cause confusion but can help 
you make more informed 
choices about the foods you 
eat. This is a good thing, as 
concerns among consumers 
about food origin, safety and 
quality continue to increase. 

Here is a list of terms 
found on food labels and 
their definition as defined by 
the U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture or the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

Organic — Products that 
are USDA-certified organic 
means that the food is pro¬ 
duced using methods that 
preserve the environment 
and avoid most synthetic ma¬ 
terials, like antibiotics and 
certain pesticides. Farms and 
processors, aside from keep¬ 
ing organic food separate 
from nonorganic, also must 
use production techniques 
that support animal health 
and welfare, provide out¬ 
door access to animals, use 
approved materials, do not 
use genetically modified in¬ 
gredients and receive annual 
on-site inspections. Products 
that meet the organic produc¬ 
tion and processing require¬ 
ments are the only ones al¬ 
lowed to be labeled organic 
in a grocery store. 

Natural — The USDA 
requires products with the 
natural label to be minimally 
processed and contain no ar¬ 
tificial ingredients. The natu¬ 
ral label does not include any 
standards about farm prac¬ 
tices and only applies to the 
processing of meat and egg 
products. 

GMO — While labeling 
GMO products is voluntary 
for food companies, a prod¬ 
uct with a genetically modi¬ 
fied organism means that it 
was altered with a gene from 
an unrelated species outside 
of its natural environment. In 
many instances, GMO crops 
designed to resist insect at¬ 
tacks have experienced sub¬ 
stantial reductions in insecti¬ 
cide use. Herbicide-tolerant 
crops have also offered en¬ 
vironmental benefits through 
increased use of soil-protect¬ 


ing no-tillage farming. How¬ 
ever, with the advent of her¬ 
bicide resistance in certain 
weeds, there is some concern 
about increasing herbicide 
use on those farms. The tech¬ 
nology was first introduced 
in the 1990s, and now more 
than 70 percent of packaged 
foods in North America con¬ 
tain GMOs. There is no evi¬ 
dence that consuming GMOs 
impacts human health in a 
negative way. There are con¬ 
cerns, however, about some 
GMO crops encouraging the 
overuse of pesticides and 
having a negative impact on 
the environment. 

Free-range poultry — 
This label means the birds 
were given shelter in a build¬ 
ing, room or area with un¬ 
limited access to food and 
fresh water. They were also 
given continuous outdoor ac¬ 
cess during their production 
cycle. 

Cage-free — This term 
means poultry were able to 
freely roam a building, room 
or other enclosed area with 
unlimited access to food and 
fresh water during their pro¬ 
duction cycle. 

Grass-fed — The desig¬ 
nation means the animal was 
fed primarily grass through¬ 
out their life. Organic ani¬ 
mals’ pasture diet may be 
supplemented with grain. 
The USDA does not limit the 
use of antibiotics, hormones 
or pesticides for grass-fed 
label products, therefore you 
may see a meat product la¬ 
beled as grass-fed organic 
when applicable. 

Pasture-raised — Cur¬ 
rently, there is no federal def¬ 
inition of this term from the 
USDA due to the number of 
variables involved in pasture 
production systems. 

The USDA makes no 
claims about one type of 
food being more nutritious or 
safer than another. For more 
information about food and 
nutrition, contact the Brack¬ 
en County Extension office.

Annual Farm Show 
Celebrates 50 Years 
of Agriculture 

Farms mark the roll¬ 
ing landscapes around our 
Commonwealth and farmers 
are as integral to the identity 
of Kentuckians as they are 
to the economic impact on 
our bottom line. Knowledge 
and wisdom about the land, 
about family and about com¬ 
mitment have been passed 
down through the genera¬ 
tions around bushels of corn 
and bales of wheat. And 
maybe most importantly, 
the sunburned farmers and 
the crops they grow have 
a phenomenal influence on 
the calories we consume 
and the money we spend. 

Each February in Louis¬ 
ville, farmers, agribusiness 
executives and leaders in 
the field gather at the annual 
National Farm Machinery 
Show. Held at the Kentucky 
Exposition Center, the show 
addresses the challenges of 
farmers today and the value 
of the crops that are so im¬ 
portant to us. This year’s 
show will be held February 
11-14. Admission is free. 

This year, as they cel¬ 
ebrate the 50th anniversary 
of the show, the show’s im¬ 
portance to the agriculture 
industry and the citizens 
of Kentucky still proves its 
worth. 

In February 1966, a few 
hundred farmers, salesmen 


and crop experts gathered in 
the then-named Kentucky 
Fair & Exposition Center to 
start a farm show. That year, 
commodity prices were 
high and farmers were feed¬ 
ing 90 percent of our na¬ 
tion. No one knew what the 
show could be or the impact 
it could have on future gen¬ 
erations. 

At the opening address 
of the first annual National 
Farm Machinery Show, 
then-Governor Edward 
Breathitt remarked that the 
future of the show has “a 
myriad of other possibilities 
[for the] agricultural indus¬ 
try.” 

Foreshadowed by Brea¬ 
thitt, five decades later, 
more than 850 exhibitors 
from around the country 
will journey to Louisville 
to discuss, share and show¬ 
case the industry. This once- 
tiny farm show is now the 
nation’s largest indoor ag 
trade show and is the one 
of our most powerful tools 
to meet the needs of the in¬ 
dustry. 

A recent analysis by 
the University of Kentucky 
College of Agriculture puts 
the total economic impact 
of agriculture production, 
inputs, processing, and 
manufacturing at nearly 
$46.3 billion and represents 
263,000 jobs in Kentucky.

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



If the end of a legislative 
session is about what laws 
the General Assembly can 
pass, the beginning is about 
what the House and Senate 
hope will be on that list. 

It’s not a small number 
this year, with about a dozen 
major topics expected to be 
considered by both chambers 
and many others also vying 
for passage. Making that 
process difficult is the fact 
that there are only 30 work¬ 
ing days and the first four 
were dedicated last month to 
electing leadership and es¬ 
tablishing committees for the 
next two years. 

As legislators returned to 
the Capitol early last week, 
however, the House’s agenda 
began taking shape with the 
passage of several bills by 
committee on Thursday. 

On that day, the Labor 
and Industry Committee ap¬ 
proved House Bill 2, which 
would have Kentucky join 
the 29 other states that now 
have a higher minimum 
wage than the one set by the 
federal government. 

This is virtually identi¬ 
cal to the version the House 
passed last year and would 
be the first increase since 
2009. It calls for a three-step 
approach that would take the 
minimum wage from the cur¬ 
rent $7.25 an hour to $10.10 
by the summer of 2017. It’s 
estimated this would benefit 
several hundred thousand 
workers. 

Last fall, a Bluegrass 
Poll found that 55 percent 


of Kentuckians favored this 
approach, while 37 percent 
opposed it. The rest were 
undecided. 

Around the same time 
that bill was approved, the 
House Economic Develop¬ 
ment Committee voted for 
House Bill 152, which would 
reduce state oversight of the 
telecommunications industry 
as the nation moves toward 
greater use of cell service 
and internet-based calling. 

The bill mainly affects 
suburban and urban areas, 
allowing the companies to 
put more time and resources 
in those next-generation tele¬ 
phone services rather than 
expanding landlines. More 
rural areas would see their 
landline services stay the 
same, but the companies 
would not be required to ex¬ 
tend them further. 

In a tobacco-related is¬ 
sue, the House Agriculture 
and Small Business Com¬ 
mittee took time on Wednes¬ 
day not discuss a bill but to 
hear an update from Dr. Will 
Snell, a University of Ken¬ 
tucky expert on the state’s 
signature crop. 

He said the burley belt, 
which Kentucky domi¬ 
nates, has about 213 million 
pounds to sell, but the market 
only needs about 180 million 
pounds or less. That, on top 
of growing African produc¬ 
tion and a rise of e-cigarettes, 
are contributing to the lower 
prices growers are now see¬ 
ing. Dr. Snell estimated 


sales for the 2015 crop would 
likely be between $300-$350 
million. 

In addition to mov¬ 
ing legislation forward, the 
House and Senate also wel¬ 
comed a number of groups to 
the Capitol this past week to 
highlight their causes. That 
included gifted and talented 
students, those combating 
hunger and the 874K coali¬ 
tion, which advocates for the 
estimated 874,000 Kentuck¬ 
ians who have some form of 
disability. 

While it may seem that 
the legislative session has just 
started, more than a fourth of 
it is already complete. The 
General Assembly is sched¬ 
uled to wrap up the bulk of 
its work by March 9th, re¬ 
turning later that month for 
two days to consider any po¬ 
tential vetoes.

AG Conway offers consumer tips 
following Anthem Data Breach 


Attorney General Jack 
Conway and his Office of 
Consumer Protection are 
encouraging Kentuckians to 
take steps to protect their per¬ 
sonal information and watch 
for signs of identity theft fol¬ 
lowing a data breach recently 
announced by Anthem, one 
of the nation’s largest health 
insurers. 

Anthem has confirmed 
it was the subject of a “so¬ 
phisticated, external cyber¬ 
attack,” and that hackers 
gained access to the names, 
Social Security numbers, 
birthdays, addresses, email 
and employment information 
of current and former cus¬ 
tomers, as well as employ¬ 
ees. The company has said 
that the stolen data did not 
include medical records or 
credit card numbers. 

“Becoming a victim of 
a data breach can be a frus¬ 
trating and stressful expe¬ 
rience,” Attorney General 
Conway said. “If you have 
been impacted by this recent 
cyberattack on Anthem, I en¬ 
courage you to take advan¬ 
tage of the free credit moni¬ 
toring and identity protection 
services being offered by 
the company. Additionally, 
consumers can always find a 
step-by-step toolkit designed 
to assist identity theft victims 
on my website, ag.ky.gov. 
The faster you detect identity 
theft, the sooner you can re¬ 
port and correct it.” 

Attorney General Con¬ 
way and his Office of Con¬ 
sumer Protection also rec¬ 
ommend the following tips 
to help keep you safe from 
identity thieves: 

Check your mail. Open 
letters you receive and look 
for notifications that you 
have been affected by a se¬ 
curity breach. 

• Take advantage of free 
credit monitoring services 
Anthem will be offering to 
breach victims. 

• Consider placing a 
“fraud alert” on credit re¬ 
ports, which alerts businesses 
that they should verify iden¬ 
tity before issuing credit in a 
consumer’s name. It lasts for 
90 days, and you can sign up 
by contacting any one of the 
three major credit bureaus 
(Equifax, 1-800-525-6285, 
www. equifax. com; Tran- 
sUnion, 1-800-680-7289, 
www.transunion.com; Ex- 


perian, 1-888-397-3742, 
www.experian.com.) 

• Watch for “phish¬ 
ing” emails from scammers 
claiming to be from Anthem, 
a credit card bureau or other 
legitimate company. A legit¬ 
imate bank or card provider 
will never ask for your ac¬ 
count information by mail or 
email. 

• Be vigilant of phone 
calls and legitimate-looking 
websites urging you to give 
up personal information. 
Also, never respond to pop¬ 
up ads that ask for personal 
or financial information. 

• Monitor credit reports 
and financial account state¬ 
ments regularly and report 
suspicious activity to your 
financial institutions. Free 
credit reports can be accessed 
at www. annualcreditreport.

Dept, of Revenue 
Temporarily Holding 
Electronic Returns 

Due to issues with 

Turbo Tax returns 

Fraudulently filed tax re¬ 
turns through TurboTax has 
Kentucky and other states 
putting a temporary hold on 
processing all electronic re¬ 
turns. The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue anticipates 
just a few additional days to 
the refund process, with the 
goal of returning to normal 
processing late next week. 

“We have strong internal 
controls to protect Kentucky 
taxpayer data and personal 
information,” said Mack Gil- 
lim, executive director of the 
Office of Processing and En¬ 
forcement. “With our internal 
fraud detection processes, as 
well as the fraud analytics 
evaluations our third party 
vendor performs, we are 
able to kick out thousands of 
fraudulent returns.” 

According to the depart¬ 
ment, filing electronically 
is still safe and the quickest 
way for taxpayers to get their 
refund. This delay is tempo¬ 
rary and the refund may take 
closer to two weeks for pro¬ 
cessing instead of 7-10 days. 

The current issue is con¬ 
fined to returns processed 
through Intuit, Inc.’s Tur¬ 
boTax program. Intuit, Inc. is 
working closely with states 
to assess and resolve the is¬ 
sue. 

In addition to states’ 
fraud detection systems flag¬ 
ging suspicious returns, some 
taxpayers tried to file their 
taxes and received a message 
through TurboTax saying 
their return had already been 
filed. This prompted calls to 
various state revenue depart¬ 
ments further alerting them 
to suspicious filings. 

Intuit, Inc. has set up a 
dedicated call center, 800- 
944-8596, for customers to 
call if they believe they have 
been victims of tax fraud. In 
Kentucky, taxpayers can call 
the Department of Revenue 
Taxpayer Assistance line at 
502-564-4581. 

Electronic filing in Ken¬ 
tucky has been available to 
individuals since the 1995 
tax year. It is the only way to 
have a refund direct deposit¬ 
ed. In the last 5 years, e-filing 
for individuals has increased 
from 65 percent to more than 
84 percent in 2014.

The 
new structures should be listed at their fair cash value as 
of January 1, 2015, if the structures are not completed, 
please list the amount completed as of January 1, 2015 at 
its fair cash value.

DON’T WAIT UNTIL YOUR BIRTHDAY, if you will be 
65 anytime during 2015 come in now for this benefit. Any 
changes of status for persons already receiving exemption 
should be reported before April 1st. 

ALL MOTOR VEHICLES AND BOATS are 
assessed by the Revenue Cabinet, Frankfort, Ky., from 
motor vehicle registrations. 2015 motor vehicle and boat 
taxes will be paid to the County Clerk when the vehicle 
is re-licensed for 2015. The assessment shall be due if not 
protested in writing, along with supporting documentation 
to the Revenue Cabinet within forty-five (45) days from 
the date of notice.
